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Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 USC 103(a) not cited here can be found in 
previous office action. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 9-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Delia et al, U.S. pat. Appl. Pub. No. 
2003/0225837. 

Per claims 1-5, Dalia discloses a method of selecting 
messaging settings on a messaging client comprising the steps 
of: 

a) providing an interface for composing an outgoing 
message, wherein the interface comprises a message portion and a 
messaging settings portion ( see par. 35-37 ) ; and 

b) receiving from the messaging settings portions a 
messaging setting associated with the outgoing message being 
composed in the provided message composition interface; wherein 
more than one type of encryption scheme is available and 
displayed within the messaging settings portion ( see par. 28-32 
and 38-39 ) . 

Dalia does not explicitly show a specific message composing 

interface. Dalia however teaches that any conventional email 
client interface can be used ( see par. 35 ) . 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize any- 
conventional email client as message composing interface because 
it would have enabled practicing Dalia' s invention ( see par. 
35) . 

Per claim 9, Dalia teaches enabling overriding default 
security setting for specific message, i.e., the overriding 
setting won't be applied to subsequent messages ( see par. 41 ) . 

Per claim 10-14, Dalia 's teachings encompass all claim 
limitations . 

Per claims 15-24, it would have been further obvious to one 
skilled in the art that Dalia' s teachings would have been 
applicable to any conventional client devices including portable 
and/or wireless capable devices.
